Albany, Jan. 30.—A bill introduced 


in the legislature by Senator Hot-timer 
Y. Ferris of. Essex would place re- 
strictions on auto truck loads.

He explained that the law is a new 


departure in the 
method of raising 


funds tor governmental purposes in 
this state and was inspired by an im- 
pending deficit in funds for both state 
and municipal purposes. Of the tax, 
50 per cent will be retained by the 
state and a like amount will be ap- 
portioned to the counties, according to 
proportion of assessed \aluationi and 
by the counties reapportioned to tile 
towns and cities upon the same basis. 


The tax is levied upon the net in- 


come and is one per cent on $10,000 
or less, two per cent upon incomes be- 
tvreen $10,000 and $50,000, and three 
per cent on sums over $50,000. There 
w an exemption of $1,000 for single 
men, of $2,000 for married men and 
$200 for each dependent child under 
IS years of age. Those engaged in 
the service of the government, the 
state or its political subdivisions, are 
given a further exemption of the sal- 
aries they receive therefrom. 
Con- 


tributions to church, charity and com- 
mercial organizations may be deducted 
in computing net incomes.
